AN IMPORTANT HISTORICAL COLLECTION of original manuscript material relating 
to the efforts of the heirs of William Alexander, Lord Stirling, Revolutionary 
general, to survey and settle their lands in Kentucky. It includes many manu- 
script charts of original surveys in Kentucky, and a detailed account of the 
journey to and from Kentucky, with all the stopping places, the rates charged, 
the distance from place to place, etc. 


Some of the letters are of historical importance. John Edkin, agent for 
Andrew Alexander, writes of the transportation of French people to Guiana 
without a charge being exhibited against them, in 1708. George Madison 
writes a receipt for taxes on land on the North fork of the Licking in 1795. 
Many of the documents are signed by the early residents and officials of 
Kentucky. 


Andrew Alexander was executor for William Alexander, and many of the 
documents and letters are signed by him. About 1830 the Alexander heirs 
endeavored to dispose of their Kentucky and Ohio lands, and several of the 
letters and documents relate to these transactions.
